iron and copper, and lesser show­ 
ings of gold, silver and other min­ 
erals, to say noth in g

endless 
successions of bold shores, cliffs, 
mountains, forests and waterfalls. 
Tales of Early l)a>s 
Miss Nute begins at the begin­ 
ning with the story of early settle­ 
ment, the search for furs, and the
